HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  been 
pleased  to  make  the  following  Rules  of  Court:— 

1.  There  shall  be  a vacation  in  the  Supreme  Court 
from  the  19th  day  of  August  to  the  19  th  day  of 
October,  1889,  both  days  inclusive,  during  which 
vacation  no  pleading  shall  be  delivered  or  cause  tried.

RICHMOND  BY-LAWS. 


No.  4. 

A BY-LAW 

To  authorize  and  regulate  the  issuauee  of  Tice, uses  for 
the  several  Trades,  Occupations,  Professions  and 
Businesses  therein  set  forth  . 

nnHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
JL  Township  of  Richmond  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  every 
person  using  or  following  any  of  the  trades,  occupa 
tions,  professions  or  businesses  hereinafter  mentioned, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Township  of  Richmond,  shall 
take  out  a periodical  license  as  herein  mentioned,  pay 
ing  therefor,  in  advance,  to  the  Collector  of  the 
Municipality  such  sum  as  is  hereinafter  specified. 

2.  No  person  shall  carry  on,  use,  practice  or  exercise 
any  trade,  occupation,  business  or  profession  men- 
tioned herein  without  having  first  taken  out  and  had 
granted  to  him  the  necessary  license  in  that  behalf, 
under  a penalty  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $250  for 
every  such  offence,  together  with  costs,  and  such 
penalty  and  costs  shall  be  recoverable  by  distress  and 
sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in 
default  of  sufficient  distress  being  found,  by  imprison- 
ment, with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  three  months. 

(a.)  Every  person  vending  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors  by  retail,  thirty  dollars  for  every  six  months 
for  each  house  or  place  where  such  vending  is  carried 
on. 

(6.)  Every  person  vending  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors  by  wholesale,  that  is  to  say  in  quantities  of 
not  less  than  two  gallons,  for  each  house  or  place, 
fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

(c. ) Every  person  who  keeps  a restaurant  and  sup- 
plies beer  or  porter  or  wines  with  meals,  and  not 
otherwise,  thirty  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

( d .)  Every  person  keeping  a saloon  or  building 
where  a billiard  table  is  used  for  hire  or  profit,  five 
dollars  for  each  table  for  every  six  months. 

(e.)  Every  person  selling  opium,  except  chemists 
and  druggists  using  the  same  in  preparation  of  pre- 
scriptions of  medical  practitioners,  twenty -five  dollars 
for  every  six  months. 

(/. ) Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
wholesale  or  of  a wholesale  and  retail  merchant  and 
trader,  five  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

(g. ) Every  retail  merchant  or  trader  five  dollars  for 
every  six  months. 

(h. ) Every  conveyancer  or  land  agent,  or  both,  five 
dollars  for  every  six  months. 

(i.)  Every  auctioneer,  not  being  a Government  offi- 
cer, sheriff  or  bailiff,  or  sheriff’s  officer,  selling  lands, 
goods  or  chattels  in  execution,  or  for  the  satisfaction 
of  rent  or  taxes,  in  addition  to  any  other  license,  five 
dollars  for  every  six  months,  or  one  dollar  per  day. 

(j.)  Every  person  or  firm  carrying  on  the  business 
of  fire,  life  or  accident  insurance  agent,  five  dollars  for 
every  six  months. 

(k. ) Every  hawker  or  peddler  of  any  kind  of  goods 
or  merchandise,  other  than  a fanner  or  market  gardener 
selling  produce  grown  by  himself,  ten  dollars  for  every 
six  months. 

(1.)  Every  person  soliciting  or  receiving-orders  for 
any  book  or  periodical  not  printed  or  published  within 
this  Province,  five  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

(m.)  Every  person  who  keeps  a stage  drawn  by 
horses  or  other  animals,  $2.50  for  each  vehicle  for 
every  six  months. 

(».)  Every  keeper  of  a livery,  feed  or  sale  stable, 
and  not  holding  a trades  license,  five  dollars  for  every 
six  months. 

3.  The  form  of  license  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  schedule  annexed  to,  and  forming  part  of,  the 
“ Municipal  Act,  1889,”  and  all  licenses  granted  under 
this  By-Law  shall  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of  June 
and  the  31st  day  of  December  respectively,  unless 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  By-Law,  and  no  pro- 
portionate reduction  shall  be  made  on  account  of  any 
person  or  persons  commencing  business  between  these 
dates. 

4.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  authority  of  this 
By-Law  shall  be  issued  by  the  Collector  ; provided, 


always,  that  no  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  shall  be  issued  except  by  order  from  the  Board 
of  Licensing  Commissioners.

A BY-LAW 

I' or  i a i sing  a Municipal  Here  one. 

W HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  raise  certain  sums  of 
money  for  the  following  purposes,  viz. 

1.  For  the  general  Municipal  revenue. 

2.  For  road  tax  purposes. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  interest  on  debentures 
and  providing  a sinking  fund,  under  the  authority  of 
the  “Richmond  Municipal  Loan  By-Law,  1888.” 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  The  “Richmond  Revenue  By-Law,  1888,”  is 
hereby  repealed,  provided  such  repeal  shall  not  affect 
the  right  of  the  Corporation  to  recover  any  or  all  de- 
linquent taxes  due  under  the  provisions  of  said  By- 
Law. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By  Law  the 
general  Municipal  revenue  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the  Corpo- 
ration from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

3.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
and  every  year  upon  all  real  estate,  including  improve- 
ments thereon,  mentioned  in  the  Assessment  Roll  for 
the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Municipality,  an  equal 
annual  rate  of  three-tenths  (3/10)  of  one  per  cent,  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  Roll. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  shall  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected  in  each  and  every  year  upon  all 
the  wild  lands  mentioned  in  the  said  Assessment  Roll 
an  equal  rate  of  six  (6)  cents  per  acre  on  the  number 
of  acres  thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  Roll. 

4.  There  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  from 
all  male  persons  resident  within  the  limits  of  the 
Municipality  of  Richmond  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  18  years  and  upwards,  for  each  and  every  year, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  each  as  a Municipal  road  tax. 

5.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in  each 
and  every  year  upon  all  real  estate,  including  improve- 
ments thereon  mentioned  in  the  Assessment  Roll  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  an  equal  annual  rate  of  seven- 
tenths  (7/10)  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  Roll,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  interest  on  the  debentures  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  “ Richmond  Municipal  Loan  By- 
Law,  1888,”  and  providing  for  a sinking  fund  for  the 
redemption  of  the  same  in  accordance  with  said  Loan 
By-Law. 

6.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Municipal  Council,  at  his  office  at  North 
Arm,  Fraser  River,  on  the  15th  day  of  August  in  each 
year. 

7.  If  the  taxes,  or  any  part  thereof,  due  to  the  Cor- 
poration shall  not  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  the  same  may  be  collected  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  “Municipal  Act,  1889.” 

8.  A rebate  of  the  one-sixth  of  the  amount  thereof 
shall  be  allowed  on  all  taxes  levied  and  assessed  under 
authority  of  section  3 of  this  By-Law  in  all  cases 
where  said  taxes  are  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  the  year  in  which  said  taxes  become  due. 

9.  This  By-Law  shall  come  into  force  and  effect  on 
and  after  the  15th  day  of  August,  A.D.  1889. 

10.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
the  “Richmond  Revenue  By-Law,  1889.”
